Members from the Risk Management Bureau, Training Bureau, Office of Independent Review and 
the District Attorney's Office were also present. 


SYNOPSIS і 
On Friday, April 23, 2004, Dm and Anthony Willis were assigned to Compton 
station, day shift patrol. Deputy| worked as patrol ШТ Deputy Willis worked as Unit 
284A. Both units responded to 101 W. Compton Blvd. (Chevion Gas Sation/McDonald) regarding 
a dispatched call of a male attempting to set gas pumps on fire. The male was described as a male 
Black who was possibly on drugs or mentally ill. Upon their arrival they observed the suspect on the 
southeast island of the location. As they approached the suspect, they observed him holding a gas 
pump while striking matches. Thé deputies drew their weapons and ordered the suspect to drop the 
matches and the gas nozzle. The suspect refused, stating that jhe was going to blow the place up. 


Deputy Г теа his weapon and pepper sprayed the suspect. The pepper spray did not 
disable the suspect, but appeared to cause him to become more agitated. The suspect took the gas 
nozzle and began breaking the windows of a vehicle that was parked near the gaš pump. 

Deputy Willis continued holding the suspect at gunpoint while pm | went to his vehicle 
and retrieved a taser. Г deployed the taser, striking the süspect in the torso. The taser had little 
effect. The suspect dropped the gas nozzle and began walking away. E continued to apply 
voltage from the taser. The suspect stiffened up when the voltage was applied, but refused to comply 
with orders to lie on the ground, and began walking away. 


Deputy baw that the suspect was pulling the electrodes out of his skin and reasoned that he 
needed to get closer to the suspect and place the taser sensors directly to the suspect’s skin. Deputy 
Willis lowered his weapon and attempted to distract the suspect so that could approach him 
safely. The deputies followed the suspect as he entered the Chevron gas station. Once inside the 
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Chevron station the suspect attacked a male patron, placing him in a bar choke hold. The victim was 
unable to release himself from the'suspect's grip. The suspect and victim fell to the floor. The victim 
began choking and gasping for air. Neither the victim nor the deputies were able to loosen the 
suspect’s grip from the victim’s neck. 


Deputy ЕЕ applica the taser to the suspect’s neck (contact shot). The application had little 
effect. The suspect rolled the victim to his right in an effort to use him as a shield. Fearing for the 
victim’s life, Deputy Willis drew his weapon duty weapon (H&K 45 caliber firearm) and from point 
blank range, fired one round, striking the suspect. Suspect Hendricks suffered a single through and 
through gunshot, which entered the left side of his chest. Compton Fire Department responded to 
the scene. Paramedics Roman and Verastegain pronounced the suspect dead at 1015 hours.

Deputy Anthony Willis 

On Friday, April 23, 2004, at 1430 hours, Sheriff's Department Homicide Investigators interviewed 
Deputy Anthony Willis. This interview was conducted at Compton Sheriff's Station and was 
recorded. Below is a synopsis of the recorded interview. For a complete content of the interview 
with Deputy Anthony Willis, refer to the audio tape which is a permanent part of this investigation. 


Deputy Willis stated that he is currently assigned to Compton Station and works day shift patrol, as 
unit 284A. Willis stated that he heard over L-TAC that a male Black was at the Chevron station 
holding a gas pump and matches, threatening to blow the station up. Willis said that he was only two 
blocks west of the location. He further stated that he knew Deputy Г responding from the 
west and would arrive five to ten seconds before him. 


Deputy Willis said that Deputy ШЕШ pproached first and had either a gun or taser in his hand. 
Willis said that he saw a gas pump in the suspect’ s left hand, which he was holding at shoulder level, 
and another unknown item іп һі right. Willis stated that ordered the suspect several times 
to drop the hose and step away from the pumps. Willis said that the suspect stated he had done 
nothing wrong and that people were lying on him. Willis stated that ШЕШЕ then approached the 
suspect and pepper sprayed him. The suspect then began advancing toward fi hile squeezing 
the gas pump. 


Deputy Willis said that he observed the red dot from the taser on the suspect’s chest. The suspect 
continued to squeeze the nozzle. Willis stated that ШЕШ then fired the taser and that the darts 
struck the suspect, but had no effect. Willis said that the suspect tensed up for approximately five 
seconds but did not fall to the ground. He stated that the suspect regained his composure and 
appeared extremely angry. Willis said that the suspect ran through the parking lot and into the east 
side entrance of the Chevron station. Willis stated that both he and | chased the suspect. 


Deputy Willis said that the suspect grabbed a customer, who was standing at the counter, and began 
choking him. The suspect then took the customer by the neck and threw him to the ground. Once on 
the ground, the suspect ended up on his back with the victim on top, facing upward. Willis said that 
the suspect had a bar choke on the victim and that he could hear the victim gasping for air. 


Deputy Willis said that he and Deputy EE struggled with the suspect in an attempt to free the 
victim. He further stated that Г ШІП the suspect’s head to one side and directly applied the 
taser to the suspect’s neck. Willis said that he heard the taser clicking (indicating that it was 
working), but stated it had no effect and that the suspect continued choking the victim. 


Deputy Willis said that he feared for the victim’s life. He stated that he had exhausted all other 
means and felt he had no other option but to use deadly force. Willis stated that he moved forward 
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and fired one round from his departmentally approved .45 caliber automatic firearm. He stated that 
he was three to four inches away from the suspect when he fired into ‘the suspect’s chest. Willis said 
that the suspect immediately reledsed the victim and he (Willis) then pulled the victim away from 
the suspect.
